controlled;  but  the  control  job  is  a mighty  'big  one,

It’s  a job,  however,  that  must  be  done,  if  America’s 
immensely  valuable  resources  ©f  white  pine  are  to  be 
saved.  In  out?  National  Forests,  the  fight  against 
blister  rust  is  a continual  one,  and  trained  men  of  the 
Bureau  of  Entomology  and  Plant  Quarantine  join  hands  wf 
the  Forest  Hangers  to  knock  out  this  dread  tree  /disease 
and  keen  it  knocked  out..
